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Early History of Rut land 

Rutland, the seat of Rutland County, is located on Otter 
Creek, in an amphitheater of mount ains- — Killington, Shewsbury, 
and Pico on the east and north, and Ilerriek and Birdseye, in the 
Taconic Range on the west. Rutland County provided invaluable 
opportunities for its early settlers, because of a wealth of lumber, 
land, minerals and waterpower, plus its accessibility to Boston, 
New York, and Montreal. 

The Charter of Rutland was one of sixty issued in 1761 by 
Governor Benning Wentworth of New Hampshire. The first 
grantee was John Murray, a prominent citizen of Rutland, 
Massachusetts, who probably named the township. 

In 1769, Colonel James Mead bought about 7,000 acres of 
land for 100 pounds (approximately six cents an acre) from 
Nathan Stone of Windsor, and sold half to Charles Button of 
Clarendon. In March, 1770, Colonel Mead moved here from 
Manchester, Vermont, and settled near the falls in Center 
Rutland. The first meet ing of landowners in Rutland was held in 
October, 1773. By 1774 there were 35 families, a log meeting 
house, and a Congregational Church located at Center Rutland. 

About the beginning of the Revolutionary War, Fort Picket 
was built on North Main Street, near the corner of Terrill Street. 
Its name was later changed to Fort Rutland. In March, 1778, 
Rutland was made the headquarters for the State Troops, and the 
same year Fort Ranger was erected in Center Rutland. 

In 1775, the old State House was erected on West Street, 
near the present Armory. It was here that the first U. S. District 
Court in Vermont convened in 1791 and the State legislature met 
in 1784 and 1786. A log jail was built near the Court House. 

In 1787, the town was divided into two parishes, East and 
West; what is now known as Rutland and West Rutland. 

It was generally believed that the situation at Center 
Rutland offered better advantages as the site for the village than 
did Main Street in the East Parish, and it is probable that if the 
land owners in Center Rutland had not priced their land too high, 
the larger business center of the county would be located at that 
point. 

Great quantities of wheat were sent to out-of-state markets, 
and the best corn mills in the county were located on Otter Creek. 
In the town was a printing office, an oil mill, a manufactory of 
nails, a hat manufactory, and a large brewery. It was said that 
every material needed for building except glass and paint were 
made here. Potash and pearl ash later became important 
commodities. 
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Rutland village (population about 7,000) was incorporated 
in 1S47 by an Act of the General Assembly, and in 1856 it was 
divided into seven wards. The village was built almost entirely 
on Main and West Streets. The old stage coaches passed through 
Rutland from Montreal to Boston and New York. In the center 
of the village was Federal Square (now Court Square), and on 
each side as on Main Street, handsome houses drew the attention 
of t revelers. 

A new period of expansion began in 1S50, with the advent of 
the railroad. Rutland was the central railroad point, and at that 
time 45 trains a day entered the village. The marble industry, 
started in 1820, doubled and redoubled, and Rutland grew in 
commercial importance more than any other place in the state. 

The City Charter was granted November 19, 1892, and the 
first mayor was Dr. John A. Mead. The City of Rutland then 
had a population of 11,700, and included about 8 J square miles.

Report of 
THE MAYOR 



To the Citizens and Taxpayers of Rutland: 

This has been a year of extraordinary expenses. The city 
hall was burned on the night of the twenty-fourth of March, and 
most of the furniture therein. The men and horses in fire station 
number one and all the city officers were literally turned out into 
the street. The city records and what property was saved from 
the fire had been scattered about during the fire in various places. 
Search was at once begun to find a place where the city business 
might go on. A place was found in the vacant store in the 
Bardwell house block. Into this store was gathered the records 
and other property saved from the fire, the city clerk, the city 
treasurer, the board of assessors, the board of aldermen, the 
engineer's office and the police force. The mayor's office was also 
in this store wherever there was a vacant chair. An extra janitor 
was hired to guard the city records and other property night and 
day, and here the business of the city was continued. Notice 
was immediately given to the several insurance companies that 
had issued policies on the city hall. Milo Lyman was appointed 
an adjuster on the part of the city and William Kelley of Albany 
on the part of the insurance companies.

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Mayor s Message 

To the People of the City of Rutland: 

Once again it is a pleasure to submit to the people of this 
City the annual report of the Mayor for the Fiscal Year beginning 
July 1, 1969 and ending June 30, 1970. 

As we review the events of the past year there were many 
significant and positive accomplishments in the various areas 
of municipal government. Some time ago this administration set 
out to achieve a goal of progress and improvement to up-grade 
and piodernize many services to our people and to make Rutland 
a source of pride to its citizens and to our many visitors. 

During the past year we have made many significant inroads 
toward achieving our goals, but much yet remains to be done. 
Through cooperative assistance from within the City departments, 
employees, elected officials and the people we will ultimately 
realize many other vital community needs in the future. 
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Rutland is now in the process of implementing the first phase 
of TOPICS. Through its title, "traffic operations program for 
increasing capacity and safety," the City will be the beneficiary 
of a modern traffic system to improve vehicular movement in 
both business and residential areas. Matching state and federal 
funds are the main sources for financing the project, while the 
City's share of the cost was limited to the purchase of land 
easements to implement the program. Phase I of the TOPICS 
program includes three major renovation plans. These include 
re-surfacing of streets and parking, an improved and more 
effective traffic signal system and road marking and directional 
signs. All these improvements will ease the flow of automobile 
traffic within the City and avoid congestion and serious tie-ups 
especially at the peak hours. Basically, TOPICS is a key safety 
measure as well and should, under normal conditions, keep acci- 
dents and personal injuries to an absolute minimum. 

Main Street, south of West Street, and Strongs Avenue are 
included in the second phase which is slated to get underway in 
1971. The entire TOPICS program is a five-step operation of 
"short range" improvements which seeks to achieve maximum 
traffic efficiency. 

In July, the City officially opened the new Municipal 
Swimming Pool at the White Playground. The project got 
underway on April 15 and provides a much needed recreational 
facility. Paddock Pools, of Albany, New York, were the con- 
tractors, and Ernest Erickson of Rutland drew the design. 

Many persons were involved in the planning of the Pool. In 
particular the Rutland Region Chamber of Commerce, through its 
executive vice president, Clifford Barnes and Dr. Donald Icken 
of the Pool Committee of the Chamber should be commended for 
their efforts and work in realizing this goal. 

In anticipation of future population growth the City 
Plnnning Commission has discussed the City water supply 
problem at great length during the past year. I wish to offer my 
heartfelt thanks to the members of this commission who have 
given their time and efforts as a commitment to improving our 
community. I am hopeful that this group will maintain its strong 
civic interest and will continue to serve the interests of the people 
of the City. Specifically, the City acquired easements for new 
water mains- — 6100 feet of 20-inch pipe and 3100 feet of 16-inch 
main will be installed to alleviate the low pressure in the problem 
iotea& 

Last June the Board of Aldermen approved and adopted the 
Gale Wage Study Report for City employees. However, it 
should be noted that union members of the Public; Works departs 
ment are not included in the Gale study. This report became 
effective ou July 1 and calls for upgrading of salaries. It is based 
on the concept of "a fair day's pay for a fair day's work." In 
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addition to salary revision, the Gale report also includes regula- 
tions relating to annual leave and pick leave policy. It is the 
feeling of this office that the Gale Wage Report is a significant 
step forward in making salaries more equitable and more 
tit tractive for our City employees. 

The "hot mix" paving of several residential streets was 
completed during the past year and will continue until all streets 
have been top dressed. 

West Street was widened during 1970 and the improvement 
has resulted in much less congestion and creates smooth flow of 
traffic at the intersection of Route 7. 

The installation of new sewer lines on the north end of 
Grove Street is now being planned. It is imperative that this 
project be done soon in order to reduce the flow of sewage into 
East Creek and to eliminate the need for septic tanks in the 
area. 

Meter parking will be reduced by two hours both mornings 
and afternoons in the vicinity of the Rutland Post Office. Due to 
renovations, the Postal Department has limited parking facilities 
for the public on the Federal property. However, indications are 
that more public parking will be available in the vicinity at a 
later date. 

During 1970 numerous meetings of City and Rutland Town 
officials were held to discuss sharing services and facilities 
between the two communities. The Aldermen voted in October 
1969 to sell water to the town of Rutland. Contracts are being 
drawn up by our City Attorney. 

The East/West Highway plan involving a segment of 
super-highway in the Rutland area has been under discussion for 
several months. Although nothing has beer finalized there is a 
great deal of interest in the plan. Committee representatives 
from Maine, Vermont, New Hampshire and New York have 
undertaken extensive studies of the Highway. Locally the 
Rutland Region Chamber of Commerce in conjunction with City 
officials have helped promote the idea. The planned highway 
would extend from Amsterdam, New York through Rutland to 
Calais, Maine. 

Through the efforts of Si nators Andrew Orzell and Robert 
West the State restored an intended $58,000 cut in the Aero- 
nautics Budget. The money is earmarked for renovations and 
improvements at the Rutland Airport . Air traffic has continued 
to increase substantially in the past several years and the return 
of these funds was extremely vital to the operation of the Rutland 
Airport. The City is deeply grateful to Senators Orzell and West 
for their efforts. 

Rutland, like many other communities, took an active role 
in a number of clean-up projects during the past year. Between 
150 and 200 civic minded individuals participated in Green-Up 
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on April 1*. Although this was a state wide activity, Rutland 
citizens did an excellent job "sprucing up," The local phase was 
under the direction of Public Works Commissioner, Lyman 
Styles and project director, Joseph Giancola. 

Mount Saint Joseph Academy students, under the direction 
of Howard Shortsleeve of the school faculty, organized t he annual 
city clean-up in late April. These young people showed their 
civic interest by aiding in the effort. It is important to note, 
that in 1969, this same project was accomplished but at a cost 
of $1,091 . With the MSJ students becoming involved the overall 
<■,)-! to the community was reduced by $262.00. At the same 
time, their efforts helped to finance part of the cost of the new 
kitchen equipment for the MSJ cafeteria. 

The City of Rutland was the recipient of a $3,045,726 
assistance grant on June 19th to be used for the construct ion of 
75 units of low income housing and a comparable number of 
Senior Citizens units. The grant was made possible thanks to 
I he efforts of Congressman Robert T. Stafford and we thank him 
for Ins help in securing the Federal aid for the project. 

In closing I would like to express my sincere and personal 
thanks to the City Department Heads, the Board of Aldermen, 
employees, civic groups and all those who helped during the year 
to make our city a better place in which to live. Although we 
have realized many of our goals, further accomplishments are 
both necessary and important to our continued growth and 
prosperity.

To the Honorable City Council and Citizens of Rutland: 

In the 1946 City Report the Board of School Commissioners 
stated — 

"This has been, in some ways, a difficult year in that, during 
its course, there have been many important changes in personnel 
as well as unexpected problems connected with finance, mainten- 
ance, and repairs." 

In the 1930 City Report the Board of School Commissioners 
stated— 

"The Board of School Commissioners is concerned about two 
important questions at the present time. We need to secure the 
money necessary to carry on the schools for this year and to 
secure the approval of the voters for an additional tax of five 
cents for needed repairs to school buildings and grounds." 

Progress has been made in our City, there is no doubt about 
that; however, the problems concerning school programs and 
daily operations of this governmental enterprise have not changed 
in four decades.

For the Year Ending June 30, 1970 

To the Honorable City Council and Citizens of Rutland: 

It is a pleasure to present my seventh annual report as the 
Director of the Rutland free Library. Increasing use was made 
of the library, its collections and its services during the year. 
A high |x>int of the year was the announcement in December of 
the Gustav H. Grimm and Family Fund. 

Grimm Fund 

The Grimm Fund enables the library to increase substan- 
tially its purchases of books and periodicals from a generous 
income received henceforward from a trust established by 
Mrs. Nella M. Grimm Fox, a lifelong resident of Rutland who 
passed away last fall. This income is double the library's 
previous book and periodical budget, and it permits the enlarge- 
ment of the reference collections in addition to the purchase of 
many more circulating adult and children's books. Thus, the 
library can increase qualitatively as well as quantitatively its 
material offerings to the public. 

Materials Collection 

The effect of the increased funds for library materials was 
noticeable almost at once, as the rate of expansion of the collec- 
tions increased. The reference collection may serve as an example 
of this. Among a sampling of new reference works we added 
were The Oxford English Dictionary in 13 volumes; the 10 
volume College Blue Book; the Europa, Middle East, and Africa 
year books; American Peoples Encyclopedia; Ulrich's Inter- 
national Periodicals Directory; Dictionary of Costume; Science 
Dictionaries of the Plant and Animal Worlds ; Birds of the Eastern 
Forest; Combat Aircraft of the World; Shrubs and Vines for 
American Gardens; Dictionary of Cooking; Formulas, etc., for 
Home and Workshop; Concise History of Western Architecture; 
Modem Encyclopedia of Basketball; Lawn Tennis Encyclopedia; 
Baseball Encyclopedia; Brusewitz's Hunting; American Movies 
Reference Book; Ewen'a Composers Since 1900; Times Atlas of 
the Moon; Oxford Book of Ballads; New Cambridge Bibliography 
of English Literature; Miller's Graphic History of the Americas; 
Fox-Davies' Complete Guide to Heraldry; Ziebcr's Heraldry in 
America; Frank lyn's Shield and Crest; Smith's Flag Book of the 
United States; New York Times Encyclopedic Almanac; Moody's 
Investors Service; and Dun and Bradstreet's Million Dollar and 
Middle Market Directories. 
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Library Staff 

Miss Vivian It. Hewitt, after fifty years of service in the 
Rutland Free Library, is continuing in a part-time capacity, and 
Miss Sharron A. Wctherby has joined the staff. Miss Hewitt's 
contribution to the community is recognized by those who are 
familiar with the library through the years as patrons, trustees, or 
staff. 

Miss Golide E. Jenkins resigned following three years of work 
in the adult department. Her duties have been taken over by 
Mrs. Merlyn M. Lyon. 

Miss Carol A. Chatfield, a graduate of Simmons College • 
School of Library Science, replaced Mrs. Pamela P. Powers as 
Children's Librarian in the spring, as Mrs. Powers left to accom- 
pany her husband on an ecumenical assignment in Rome. Among 
the children's department activities of the past year was a weekly 
Saturday afternoon film program during winter and spring 
months. As this is written a summer schedule of alternating story 
hours and film showings is in progress. 

Other members of the Rutland Free Library staff are 
cataloger Daniel J. Weine, Mrs. Frances C. Carroll, Miss Marjorie 
Loveland, Mrs. R. Gale Spaulding, and custodian George Myers. 
Library bookkeeping and other financial matters are taken care of 
by Miss Irene Francis and Miss Josephine Rosmus. Summer 
assistants were Richard Pulling, Kathleen Tyndall, and Sharron 
Wetherby. During the year the Director served on the By-Laws 
Committee of the New England Library Association. 

Memorial and other gifts made by various friends were a 
significant contribution to the library. Important was the 
publicity which the library received from the Rutland Daily 
Herald and radio stations WSYB and WHWB, as its activities, 
programs, and new book acquisitions were made known generally. 
There was a collection of notable books on display during 
National Library Week in the Blue Cross window downtown- 
Notable was the number of groups which came to the library 
during the year for orientation, tours, or just general visits.

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Completed were an inventory and an evaluation of the 
library s collections, including its circulating books, its general 
reference and historical reference works, pamphlets, recordings, 
bound and unbound periodicals, and its furnishings and fixtures 
Building projects included a renovation of the staff room, washing 
and repainting the walls of the Lawrence Reading Room, and 
further plantings on the library grounds.

Department's activities for that year, colored by my observations, 
after oSJ three months in office. The past year's experiences

short range objectives, all while carrying out our Department s 
annual ''housekeeping" chorea to enable us to maintain a 
municipal plant second to none in providing service to you. 

Streets and Sewer Division 

Streets and sewers are very ably supervised by our Assistant 
Superintendent of Streets and Sewers, Mr. Donald Foster 
S bv his capable Street Foremen Mr. Donald Santw.re and 
Mr. James Ward. The Division includes the 
.ewers, the dump and winter maintenance. The care and main- 
tenance of the over 70 miles of streets and sewers through™ the 
year requires an exacting ability to cope with changing Condi i n> 
S climate, personnel, location, etc., and a dedication to see a job 
done^S to be a benefit for us all. I have found these men and 
th ToverwhelSng majority of the workers in struts and sewers 
do have that ability and dedication for public service. 

^TRFFTS 

The success of our "Hot Mix" (Bituminous concrete) pavmg 
program we believe has been demonstrated. Some 9,921 tons ot 
R Mix" overlay were placed by the paving con razors, 
L M. Pike and Vermont Pavmg. on 34 streets for JW,i77.UU. 
Again we thank those thoughtful taxpayers who improve, the* 
driveways. We plan on continuing this very necessary prog™m 
in focal 1970-71. It is apparent that in some areas .t would be 
better i "Hut Mix" curbing were installed along with the pavmg 
to guide storm runoff and to protect the edges of the new pave- 
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merit. In the Central Business District (CBD) dowutown a 
problem exists wherever additional applications of the overlay 
i-.-m-c the rurbing to disappear; therefore we expect to make more 
extensive paving renovations. 

Streets paved (or portions of) were as follows: Park Street, 
First. Street, Howe Street, James Street, Forest Street, School 
Street, Watkins Avenue, Pine Street. Evergreen Avenue, State 
Street, Crescent Street, Pierpoint Avenue, Park Avenue, Harrison 
Avenue, Library Avenue, Marble Avenue, Chaplin Avenue, 
Dana Avenue, Kendall Avenue, Chestnut Avenue, North Street, 
North Street Extension, Temple Street, Stratton Road, Haywood 
Avenue* Evelyn Street, Birchwood Avenue, Lincoln Avenue, 
Prospect Street, Creek Road, Meadow Street, East Street, 
Grant Avenue. 

Thfi Streets personnel were involved in other retreatment 
projects and street maintenance which consumed 33,780 gallons 
of asphalt, . r >90 tons of grits, 321 tons of sand, 1,300 tons of pea 
stone, 5,637 cubic yards of gravel and 742 tons of cold patch. 
Some renovation of the concrete on Ripley Bridge was completed. 

The sidewalk paving program was begun along Allen Street, 
Pierpoint Avenue and Lincoln Avenue by the installation of the 
gravel base. 

A new one ton paving roller for our sidewalk paving program, 
an excavation compactor were purchased. The City Council 
approved the rental of a multi-purpose Drott 40 YR backhoe 
with an option for purchase in fiscal 1970-71. This machine is 
extremely versatile and 1 believe those who will see it at work 
ditching, digging, loading, demolishing and plowing in this 
coming winter's snows will be impressed with its performance. 

The West Street cutback at the Main Street Park was 
accomplished. The cutback affords a needed parking lane and 
will provide for better traffic movement, along with the pending 
traffic operation to improve capacity and safety (TOPICS) 
program in the area. 

The vandalism of the street signs continues. We are hard 
pressed to keep up an efficient replacement program. It is 
apparent a continuous program involving a sign shop will have 
to he initiated to replace signs as fast as they are removed. 
Pavement markings were done by II & P Striping Co. 

W I NT Ell MAINTENANCE 

We are told the total snowfall for our area was 55.3 inches or 
about equal to the 30 year average of 56 inches. It seems to us 
that all 53 inches fell during the Christmas week and weekend. 
My desk pad shows approximately 60 inches were piled up 
between December 22 and 27 of 19o9. 

The week's first storm on Tuesday of about 11 inches was 
handled efficiently with little strain to men or machines. All 
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main streets were opened up quickly, the downtown area was 
widened and picked up ; progress on side streets continued and the 
Division took Christmas oft*. Friday's storm (about 14 inches) 
put some strain on our facilities but we thought we were keeping 
pace. Then Saturday morning's load of about 25 inches seemed to 
be the proverbial "straw that broke the camel's back"; however, 
the men worked long and hard and kept the main arteries open. 

Governor Davis declared a state of emergency existed and 
enabled us, through the good offices of Civil Defense Director 
Manfredi, to use National Guard trucks and loader to clear some 
downtown intersections. Great expense was incurred in the 
contract services of private snow removers. Emergency snow 
clearing situations involving births, funerals, marriage, access to 
hospitals and nursing homes and churches, as well as the year's 
social highlight (the Cotillion) were given due priority. 

The patience of everyone was tried in one way or another 
during the unusually heavy and wet snowfall. High banks at 
intersections were visibility problems for motorists. The high 
visibility pennants we advised to be attached to extended radio 
antennas probably helped to avoid some accidents at inter- 
sections. We hope to purchase some standard pennants for future 
use. 

A total of 1,972 tons of salt, and 1,317 tons of sand were used 
during the winter. Contractural services for snow removal cost 
§1S,268.50. A Bnow plow wing for the grader we purchased was 
very helpful in widening the main arteries. 

SEWERS 

The lack of adequate drainage control continues to increase 
our expenditures for street maintenance. This lack of catch 
basins, culverts and storm sewers creates the problem situations 
of mud and debris accumulations; gutter, side ditch and street 
washouts; and sewage backups into houses. Minor brooks have 
turned into major ones due to developments taking place on land 
tributary to these water courses, which increase runoff and 
subsequent flow. 

One project I have conceived of and will plan on is to 
increase the capacity of Moon Brook by putting it through an 
enlarged underground box culvert with proper landscaping on 
its roof, as a project which would protect the adjoining properties 
from high water damage, as well as enhance the property values. 

It will be necessary for us to establish drainage control by 
ordinance or by regulation so as to protect property owners 
downstream from damaging runoff due to upland developments. 
An overall plan and implementation program for the orderly 
improvement and extension of our combined sewerage system is 
still held to be a necessity. An overall plan and implementation 
program would combine and extend the previous studies by 
Dubois & King in 19(55 and by SEICO, Inc. in 1909.

Durine the vear it was found necessary to reorganize this 
Wv^oTufto ?5hVZvic« of Water Resources, Water Treatment 
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and Water Distribution, with each service reporting directly to 
the Commissioner. 

WATER RESOURCES 

Our Water Resource Manager, Mr. Harry Jasmin, has 
managed to discover and have corrected all observable incidents 
of subsurface sewage disposal within the Rutland City watershed. 
Thirty-one commercial and 62 private residences or camps 
are surveyed. It is apparent that subsurface methods of sewage 
disposal arc not the answer for the watershed. A community 
sewer line conducting the effluents out of our watershed appears 
to be the most b tri- nl approach. Dr. Aiken, the State Health 
Commissioner, recommended the appointment of a Deputy 
Health Officer for the watershed to go along with the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works' charter responsibilities of care and 
management of our water supply. Mr. Jasmin was appointed 
Deputy Health Officer for the Rutland City watershed in Rutland 
City, Rutland Town and Mendon. 

A surveillance program for brook patrol and sampling was 
init iated and is being carried out. The results of the surveillance 
and corrective actions taken have been encouraging. Tests of the 
quality of the "raw" water prior to water treatment havo indi- 
cated the water as being safe to drink. The need, however, for a 
local laboratory or (temporarily) a field test kit for water samples 
was apparent. To ensure the adequacy and potability of our 
present water supply, as well as to provide for adequate sources, a 
water resource study should be made of our area. A beginning 
bas been made through a request we made to the Rutland 
Natural Conservation District to have the U. S. Soil Conservation 
Service conduct a soil survey. Mr. Norman Parenteau and 
Mr. Louis Dondero, soil scientist, arc in process of preparing a 
report for us on the soil survey. 

WATER TREATMENT 

Our Water Treat ment Manager and caretaker of the reservoir, 
Mr. Rolla Jasmin, continues to accomplish the care and main- 
tenance of the reservoir and chlorine house in an exemplary 
manner. 

Monthly checks of city taps are made for free available 
chlorine residual to see that we maintain at least the required 
one part per million (1 PPM) required by health standards. 
We used 39,000 pounds of chlorine and 400 pounds of copper 
Bulphate to accomplish the necessary water treatment. A pilot 
station was erected over new steel cover plates at the intake. 
Capitol Equipment provides the free loan of their Advance 
Chlorinator. The original purpose of the project was to deter- 
mine amounts of chlorine dosage required, should we install an 
emergency pre-chlorination facility at the reservoir. 
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Side benefit of the pilot project was a noticeable decrease in 
aquatic growth in the reservoir and a clearer appearing pond 

\ nroeram is established and carried out for checking the 
nressure reducing valves in the water system monthly, in addition 
to tie daily routine operation of the chlorine house meters, 
chlorine supply and equipment. 

Mr Jasmin's other duties as caretaker of the reservoir 
involve cleaning of Mendon Brook at the intake and lower 
diversion dam.

Gentlemen : 

I hereby submit to you the annual report of the activities 
of the Fire Department for the year ending June 30, 1970. 

During the year the Department responded to 416 Alarms 
as follows : Telephone 313, Street Box 78, Automatic Detectors 12, 
Radio 4 and Verbal 9. There were 55 malicious false alarms. 
There were 84 calls for the Rescue Truck. The Department also 
responded to 273 "Special Service" calls of various nature, 
making a total of 689 emergency calls. 

There were no major fires during the year and the only 
general alarm fire was for the fire at the Rutland Plywood Co. in 
the Town of Rutland. 

At this time I cannot give a complete report of the fire loss 
for the year as there are several small losses that have not been 
reported by the insurance adjusters. The largest single loss was 
at the Alberico Rug Cleaning plant which amounted to $15,910.00.

The fire alarm system was never out of service 
and all labor changing over was performed by the members of the 
Fire Department. The efficiency of the Department has been 
improved and the morale build-up has been tremendous. The 
location of the new station has also eliminated a bad traffic 
hazard.

Fireman George Ferugson retired from the department after

and nursing homes were inspected. Several firemen training 
schools were conducted, including a country school.

I hereby submit the annual report of the Police Department 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1970. 

The past year has been a very active one. There has been 
a steady increase in all activities of the Department. 

Sgt. Charles Callahan retired after 27 years of dedicated 
service. Officer James Densmore was promoted to Sergeant. 
One new clerk, Beatrice Chandlish, was added to the Traffic 
Court staff. The total strength of the department now stands at 
thirty-one officers, three meter maids and two traffic clerks. 

All officers attended in-service training schools in defensive 
tactics and firearms. Other officers attending special schools 
were: Officers Kelly and Hall, Seminar in Forensic Medicine; 
Lt. Lafley and Officer Grazini, Photography; Officer Kelly,

It is the pleasure of your Health Officer to submit, herewith, 
his annual report for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1909 aad 
ending June 30, 1970. 

The Health Department is composed of a three man Board 
of Health, appointed by the Mayor, and a Health Officer, 
appointed by the State Board of Health. 

Through this department is maintained the control of 
communicable diseases, inspection services for the maintaining 
of sanitary plumbing facilities, swimming pool and other places of 
public assemblage. 

Two hundred twenty contagious diseases were reported and 
quarantined during the year. A monthly chart follows:

I respectfully submit the Annual Report of the City Attorney 
for the Fiscal Year 1969-1970. 

It seems the City Attorney's Office becomes more and more 
involved in general departmental activities as the City's affairs 
become more complex. This past year has seen the need of 
interpretation not only of our Charter and Ordinance require- 
ments, but examination report of various Federal and State 
Statutes involved with our inter-governmental relations. 

I shall attempt briefly to outline activities of this office 
during the past year. 

Litigation 

Various suits have been brought for the City and defense 
entered where the City has been named a.s a party to law suits. 
This Office has appeared in District and County Court, and the 
Supreme Court of the State of Vermont, with various suits which 
I trust you are familiar with. We are presently involved in 
initiating a litigation to enforce curbing agreement which we 
hope to conclude this year. This Office has also handled the 
many claims and suits brought against the City for personal 
injury and property damage which have arisen during the past 
year. We expect to see the trend of more litigation to continue 
during the coming year. 

Opinions 

Written opinions have been rendered to the Board of 
Aldermen, the Mayor and other City Departments dealing with 
diverse problems which have arisen and demanded legal answer. 
Research has also been involved in preparing for litigation and 
administrative proceedings both in the City and in Montpeher. 
Oral opinions have been rendered mainly at the Aldermauic 
Sessions and in day-to-day contact with the departmental 
officers, and City Employees. Written opinions are kept on file 
in the City Clerk's office.

The number of misdemeanors prosecuted by the Grand Juror 
continued to increase sharply, as the number rose from 784 last 
year to 1,207 this year. 

This represents a very substantial increase in one year. The 
obvious primary reasons for this increase are the increased size 
of the Rutland Police Department and the increasing efficiency 
of the police officers. The police department report details the 
types and numbers of offenses prosecuted during the past year. 

During the year I initiated a periodic report to the City 
Council in an attempt to keep the Council better informed of the 
activities of my office than a single annual report permits. 
I believe that these reports have proved useful in outlining some 
of the activities and problems encountered by the office and have 
resulted in occasional improvements in various city ordinances 
and in other procedures. 

The Council took partial cognizance of the increased work 
load of the Grand Juror's office and increased the annual salary to 
$7,500.00. I would still submit that the Grand Juror presently _ de- 
votes as much time to his duties as the City Attorney, who receives 
a salary of $16,000.00, and that the Grand Juror's salary should be 
further increased to provide appropriate compensation for the 
legal duties and responsibilities executed. 

I have, as usual, worked extensively with the city police and 
assisted the Mayor and Board of Aldermen when requested. 
I would like to thank the Rutland City Police, the Vermont State 
Police, the Rutland County Sheriff, and all others who have 
assisted me during the year. I have received excellent coopera- 
tion, and it is a pleasure to serve the residents of the city in this 
capacity.

Fishing and Hunting liceuses continue to be a large part of 
our operation. We received excellent cooperatior from the 
Vermont State Fish and Game Department and have offered 
suggestions for changes in license application forms some of which 
were acceptable to them. 

Document recording of land records, business registrations, 
agreements, etc., one of the most important functions of any 
town or city clerk, remains the number one problem because of 
space needs in our present vault. This vault is no longer 
considered top fireproof by today's vault standards in addition to 
being too small. Mayor Nichols had all department heads in 
this past year to discuss his proposed remodeling of the city hull 
and the old fire station. There will be more on this in the 
upcoming fiscal year hopefully to the benefit of all departments. 

Our office participated in the so-called Gale Wage Report 
Plan and firmly believe this to be an outstanding achievement to 
the benefit of the tax payer and the city employee. I believe I can 
speak for all city employees that the Gale Report and fringe 
benefits now provided by the city are excellent incentives for the 
future. 

The upcoming year appears to be another busy one beginning 
with a first step micro-filming program just approved by the 
Mayor and Board of Aldermen for this office. 

As always we welcome the taxpayer into our office for what- 
ever his or her needs. 

I would again like to express my appreciation to the faithful 
and efficient employees of the city clerk's office.

The Rainbows were eliminated 6-3 by Indianapolis, 
Ind. and 7-4 by Norfolk, Va. in their first two games, but are 
eager to return next year. 

A new Club, the Rutland Model Rocket Club, for boys in 
Junior and Senior High School met weekly at the Recreation 
Center. Launches were held on Route 7 at Thomas's Dairy Bar. 

The Department sponsored A Coronary Heart Prevention 
Program in conjunction with the Vermont Heart Association each 
Monday and Wednesday evenings at the Recreation Center, for 
men between the ages of 20-65. 

A pre-school program for children between the ages of 3 and 
5 was initiated in September. Registration for the class, was 
held, with more than SO children signing up. Originally the class 
was to be held once a week, but with so many registered the class 
was broken down into specific age groups, with three classes a 
week. 

The Michael Coleman Flag Football Award was presented to 
Mark Mu^catello of Grandview Acres during halftime of the 
MSJ-RHS game at St. Peters Field. Mr. and Mrs. Marvin 
Coleman have inaugurated the award in memory of their son who 
died following a bicycle accident after his first flag football game 
a year ago. The criteria for which the award was presented were 
based on safety in athletics, sportsmanship, team spirit and 
co-operation. 
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Skating lessons were offered this year at Rotary Rink for 
beginner figure lessons and skating lessons. 

A Women's Sports Club was formed for those interested in 
playing basket ball and volleyball. The Club met every Thursday 
evening at the Center. 

A Ladies' Slimnastics course was held under the direction of 
Mrs. Lorraine Gilbert. The course, designed for weight conscious 
women, was scheduled to run for ten weeks, but proved to be so 
popular it ran for six ten-week sessions. 

An Easter bonnet contest, egg relay race, and Easter egg 
painting contest were all part of our Easter Events. Prizes were 
donated by the Kiwania Club. 

Plans are being made to turn Pine Hill Park into a nature 
and conservation area, which will include hiking trails, water 
and sods nature trail, ecology trail, a water, wildlife, fish and 
watershed study area. 

The Rutland unit of the Young Women's Christian Associa- 
tion, and co-sponsored by our Department, held Yoga classes 
weekly for Grade 7 thru 9 girls. 

Construction of the new pool at White's began in April of 
1969.

In the year of 1970 your Board of Assessors undertook the 
task of reappraising the entire City of Rutland. 

With the full cooperation of the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen we feel that the Rutland Board of Assessors is second 
to none in the State of Vermont. 

Before the actual field work of reappraisal could be started 
much time was spent in making up the form to be used on the 
reappraisal cards, having them printed, and Inheled with the 
property address and owner. Planning approximately how many 
cards could be completed by each Assessor in one week, and 
allowing for the three months necessary for the Assessors to 
work on the 1971 Grand List, as well as allowing for bat! weather 
conditions which would cause some delay, it was determined that 
complete reappraisal would be finished by 1972. 

With the permission of the Board of Aldermen three men 
were hired as assistants to the Assessors and were to be paid at a 
set rate per appraisal card. Further details were worked out by 
dividing a map of the City of Rutland into three sections with 
each Assessor and his Assistant receiving one section and the 
itinerary to be used was to bo streets alphabetically in each 
section. 

On the morning of August 24th, 1970 the three Assessors and 
t heir Assistants, armed with polaroid cameras, tape measures and 
pads and pencils started the work of the reappraisal of the City 
of Rutland. 

At the writing of this report with only five weeks of the 
Assessors and their Assistants being out in the field I am happy 
to report that we are ahead of the schedule that was adopted by 
this office.

THE RUTLAND CITY DOG ORDINANCE

S 2551. Disturbance of quietude as public nuisance 

It shall be unlawful for any dog owner to permit or allow his 
or her dog or dogs to habitually howl, bark, or in any other 
maimer disturb the peace and quietude of the community. Such 
conduct is hereby declared to bo a public nuisance.

if 2552. Confinement 

(a) The owner shall confine within a building or secure 
enclosure every dog, and not take or allow such dog out of such 
building or secure enclosure unless such dog is on leash or under 
control of some person, or securely attached to an exercise wire.

(b) The owner shall confine within a building or secure 
enclosure every unspayed female dog in heat in such a manner 
that such dog cannot come in contact with another dog except for 
intentional breeding purposes. 

(c) The owner of any dog that has bitten a person without 
provocation :is determined by the chief of police shall be ordered 
by the chief of police to keep such dog muzzled on all occasions 
when there is possibility of contact with the public. Any person 
aggrieved by such an order may appeal to the Rutland District 
Court for a hearing on the merits of such order by the chief of 
police. The violation of such an order shall be a violation of this 
ordinance and such dog shall be immediately taken up and 
confined.

Bousing Authority for 150 units of housing— 75 units for the 
elderly and 75 units for low income families. 

In February, 1970, the Authority advertised for proposals 

from Developers under the Turnkey method of construct 

The Authority received 4 proposals for 1he elderly housing and 
8 proposals for the low income family housing. From these, the 
final selection was made with HUD's agreement. 

The site selected for the ten story building for the elderly 
ifl a IH arre plot at the end of Norton Place. The 9.5 acre site 
for the low income familv housing is located between Granger 
and Forest Streets. This will be a garden-type development. 

The final plans for both projects have been completed and 
are awaiting final approval from HUD. This approval is expected 
within the next few weeks and "ground breaking is hoped to 
lake plan- shortly after that, hopefully by the end of October. 

With the 00 units of elderly housing in operation at Temple- 
wood Court, when the two new projects are completed, we will 
have a total of 210 units of housing in Rutland. We have a 
waiting list in excess of one-hundred for the Elderly Housing and 
from all indications, there will be no difficulty in filling the family 
pp )ject.

The Chaffee Art Gallery Annual Report 

For those not familiar with the origin of the Chaffee Art 
Gallery, its purpose, its activities and its value to the City of 
Rutland, I will again briefly present some facts: 

The Gallery opened as part of Rutland's Bicentennial 
Celebration in 19* »1 and it was sponsored by the Chamber 
of Commerce as were other events. In 1902 the Rutland Area 
Art Association was formed especially for the purpose of spon- 
soring the Gallery. The incorporating officers were Katherine 
King Johnson — President, Dr. Bernard Hubenet — Vice-Presi- 
dent, Henry Carris — Treasurer and Arthur Ross the Secretary- 
Clerk. In 1907 the association was accepted by the Internal 
Revenue Service as a tax free, non-profit corporation. This 
organization was formed for t he purpose of furthering interest in 
the arts and to offer to the public as well as to the artist a better 
understanding of the performing and visual arts through exhibits, 
displays, instruction, lectures and demonstrations. All of these 
prime purposes are programmed each year. 

Expanding interest in the arts is very evident. During the 
season last year 3,800 visitors signed the guest books (this is 
exclusive of those that regularly participate in the activities). 
These guests came from 32 states and 16 countries. Weekly, 
over 00 students receive instruction in arts, crafts and the dance. 
The Gallery is also used as headquarters for the Community 
Concert Association Drive and for the Annual Rutland Garden 
Club's Flower Show. School classes, camp groups and adult 
organizations are given guided tours and are encouraged to hold 
their art meetings at the Gallery. The annual Art in the Park 
show is open to all artists without entry charge and attracts 
hundreds of visitors during the two day period. This year the 
dance classes participated also. 

The Gallery, now in its 10th year, is open daily, mid-May 
through October, and is supported by contributions, eommissioiis 
on sales and memberships. A $1,500 grant from the City of 
Rutland and the loan of the building by the Chaffee family are 
major financial contributions. However, the presentation of 
quality exhibits and performances by the active members and the 
concentrated work of the Board of Trustees and Directors, all 
volunteers, keep the Gallery growing. The staff, Thomas 
Harris, Jr., Curator and Mrs. Charlotte Rodd, part-time Secretary, 
work faithfully and diligently for the betterment of the Gallery. 
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This art center, a point of interest in the very heart of 
Rutland has proven its worth and must continue to grow and 
succeed through cooperation and support by the entire com- 
munity. We present our true need in the following financial 
report, and urge more individual participation.

To Mayor Nichols, City Council and 
Citizens of Rutland: 

The past year at Rutland Mental Health Service has seen 
many new changes with the receipt of Federal Construction and 
Staffing Grants. The agency was able to increase its staff from 
12 to 30, with a budget increase from $145,000. to $345,000. This 
increase has made possible an expansion of services to include: 
Inpatient Psychiatric Care at the Rutland Hospital under the 
direction of a new full-time psychiatrist, with assistance of four 
psychiatrically trained nurses and a psychiatric social worker. 
The Inpatient Hospital Program also included an insorvice 
psychiatric training for many of the hospital staff nurses. A 
24-Hour Emergency Phone Service housed in the Rutland 
Hospital Emergency Room, and manned by Rutland Mental 
Health Service staff, is listed in the telephone book under 
"Suicide" and "Psychiatric Emergency Service." An Activity 
Therapy Program housed at Qahal has proven extremely effective 
in providing socialization and goal-oriented programs for 150 
citizens, many of whom are facing difficulties adjusting to the 
community. A Partial-Hospitalization Program makes it possible 
for individuals to receive support within a structured therapeutic 
environment during the day, but are able to return to their homes 
and families at night. Included in the expansion has been a very 
successful pro-school program iu co-operation with Association 
for Retarded Children for retarded youngsters. Lastly, the agency 
Consultation Services now includes consultation to the three 
area half-way houses, whose residents are in transition from 
hospitals back into the community. 

The Construction Grant has made it possible for the agency 
to purchase its new office building on 78 South Main Street where 
services will be consolidated under one roof. It has been difficult 
in the past year to co-ordinate programs from several different 
bases. We all look forward to the time when the house will be 
made ready for use. 

The established programs have also shown increased activity. 
The Outpatient Program had a total of 20,000 interviews, which 
reflects both the increase staff and an increased use of this service. 
The sources of new referrals shows a continued heavy usage of 
the service by the Rutland County physicians. Several additional 
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New Office Building 

schools were added to our elementary school consultation pro- 
gram. The Youth Activities Program blossomed this year with a 
greater number of children receiving wholesome recreation and 
socialization in their ongoing growth process. 

Next year will be further devoted to synthesizing, coordinat- 
ing and developing ongoing services along with attention paid to 
developing new programs as the needs of the time dictates.

ANNUAL REPORT TO CITY OF RUTLAND 

The Rutland Visiting Nurse Association is a certified Home 
Health Agency according to the policies and guidelines established 
by the Department of Social Security of our Federal Government 
and administered through the Department of Health, Division 
of Public Health Nursing, in Vermont. This means that all 
services and functions are subject to tin annual review and audit 
to insure continued standards of professional care and fiscal 
responsibility as outlined under conditions for participation by 
our Federal Government are observed and practiced by our 
Agency . 

Requirements for receiving home health services are that the 
patient be homebound and require skilled nursing and/or other 
professional health care on an intermittent, not a constant, basis; 
that the care be given under a plan of treatment established by 
the physician, and the service be provided only through a 
certified Home Health Agency. These are the requirements for 
patients who qualify fur these services under Medicare and 
Medicaid. However, the same standards for care and services 
are applied to everyone in Rutland City who needs this care 
regardless of what the source of payment for these services may 
be. The Rutland Visiting Nurse Association has been in existence 
to serve the nursing care needs in the home regardless of the 
patient's ability to pay, since January, 1946, and continues this 
practice to serve the residents of Rutland City even though we 
have expanded our services to satisfy the certification standards of 
a Home Health Agency. 

Our staff has expanded to five full-time nurses, one book- 
keeper, one secretary, and two part-time homemaker aides. We 
also provide the services, on a contractual basis, of the following 
health specialist*: One physical therapist, one speech therapist, 
and one male orderly. This last service was added this year to 
eliminate the need for ambulance transportation to and from the 
Emergency Room at Rutland Hospital for cathertizatioD of 
male patients. Thus eliminating a costly and uncomfortable 
arrangement of this procedure which cannot be done by females 
according to professional policies both at our Hospital and at 
Rutland VNA. 

Another innovation in the plau for better patient care id 
our area has been the establishment of a Nurse Coordinator who 
works out of the Rutland Hospital from our Agency. This has 
been named the CONTINUITY OF CARE PROGRAM. 
Our Nurse Coordinator is available, at the request of the attend- 
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ing physician, to talk with the patient and the family prior to the 
time of discharge to assist with plans for continued care of the 
patient, upon discharge to the home. This makes it easier for the 
family to plan, with the nurse's assistance, for adequate physical 
• arrangements in the home as well as providing moral support for 
both the patient and his family in the knowledge that there 
will be adequate professional support in the home once the 
patient is discharged. The nurse can assist in teaching the family 
how to properly care for the patient's medical needs in the 
home as well as supply the extra services of the other members of 
the health team when needed. All this is done under the direct 
supervision of the attending physician. 

Our uurses continue to serve at various clinics in our area, the 
most notable, The Community Child Care Clinic. We also 
respond to calls for follow-up care in the home from the various 
social agencies in our area as well as request from the Rutland 
Mental Health Association.

To the Honorable City Council, 
Rutland, Vermont: 

Gentlemen: 

I present herewith the 1970 annual financial report setting 
forth the financial position of the City of Rutland at the close of 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1970. 

All debt requirements of the City were met promptly during 
the year. Serial bonds totaling $245,000.00 were retired. Payments 
of $S, 61 4.34 were also made on the direet reduction loans of the 
Parking Meter Fund. Combined interest payments on the 
bonded debt amounted to $76,571.00 of which interest amounting 
to $25,971.00 was paid on outstanding school construction bonds. 

GENERAL FUND: This fund is financed by revenues from 
general property and poll taxes, licenses, permits, fines, revenues 
from other agencies, charges for current services and other 
miscellaneous revenues. 

During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1970, revenues actually 
received were $17,539.95 more than budget estimates and 
expenditures were $359,064.92 less than budgeted appropriations. 

The Budgetary system has been an important factor in the 
City ending another 'year with a sizeable surplus because of a 
control of appropriations and expenditures. 

SCHOOL FUND: During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1970, 
revenues actually received exceeded budget estimates in the 
amount of $348,795.28 and expenditures were $298,576.08 greater 
than budget appropriations. As at June 30 there was a surplus m 
the amount of $77,225.62. 

The combined balance sheet presented as Exhibit A is 
intended to present an overall view of the financial position of the 
City as at June 30, 1970. 

Summary statement of cash receipts and disbursements 
presented as Schedule 1, summarizes the activity of the various 
funds during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1970.
